CHICAGO, April 7.—Wages of common laborers on the 


railroads of the country must not be arbitrarily slashed, the 
United States Railroad Labor Board ruled today. Both sides of 
the controversy must come before the board and present their 
case and the ruling of the board given before a wage cut can 
become effective, it was declared. 


The decision was made on the application of the New York 


Central, which asked permission to cut wages of common labor- 
ers 25%, retroactive to April 1st, without a hearing from 
the 


board. Then if the board the 25% wage cut was 
unjustifiablle, 


the New York Central would pay for what they deducted 
from 


the men's pay. 


Twenty-five other transportation lines, including Chicago 


railroads and the largest employers of labor in the country, 
agreed that if the New York Central was successful they would 
likewise make a reduction. 
The wages of common labor would 


have been cut from 45 to 48 cents an hour. 


The board did not rule that the cut itself was unjustifiable, 


because of the reduction in the cost of living. 
Its ruling stated 


that it was authorized under the transportation act to cut wages 
only after both sides had an opportunity to present their case 
for a hearing.

authorities will not be suspicious, I 


• hope, when we remove our men after 


dark and house them in Leber's ware- 
house, where they will spend the night 
unpacking those spades, picks and 
shovels of yours and getting the fac- 
tory grease off them. 


"At 4 o'clock In the morning vari- 


ous citizens of Sobmnte, with rebel- 
lion In their hearts, will begin to mo- 
bilize at Leber's warehouse, where 
they will be Issued rifles and ammuni- 
tion, and where they will wait until 
the action is opened to the south by 
the 
detachment 
from 
San Bruno, 


which, having marched from San Bru- 
no the night before, will have arrived 
outside the city, and will be awaiting 
the signal from me. I will attack 
from the west—cautiously. 


"Now, there are 5,000 government 


troops in the city and in- various can- 
tonments on the outskirts. Those can- 
tonments are to be rushed and set 
afire; I figure that the confusion of 
our sudden attack will create a riot— 
particularly when I do something that 
isn't very popular as a war feature 
down this way, nml Hint is charge— 
and keep on coming. 


"The government troops will start

SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS.

Ham

To three cupfuls

one-half to one cupful of minced hnm. 
Beat well and nda a beaten egg. Form 
Into flat round cakes and brown in 
bacon fat, ham or pork fnt. 
Serve 


piping hot. 


Ham Toast.—Butter rounds of ba- 


ker's biead and spread half of them 
with minced ham which has been 
moistened with a little cream, milk or 
tomato sauce seasoned with a bit of 
mustard. Make into sandwiches and 
press together. Beat one egg slightly, 
add one or more cupfuls of milk, ac- 
cording to the number of sandwiches. 
Dip In this, allowing them to become 
well soaked. Brown In butter In a hot 
frying pan. Garnish with parsley and 
serve. 


Apricot Charlotte.—Soak one-fourth 


pound of apricots in cold water to 
cover over night. 
Cook in the same 


water until soft, adding more water If 
needed. 
Soak one tablespoonful of 


gelatin In one-third of a cupful of cold 
water, add one-third of a cupful of 
boiling water, the juice of a lemon, 
one cupful of sugar and one cupful of 
the apricot put through a puree strala- 
er. Cool and when the jelly begins to 
thicken beat until light, then add the 
stiffly beaten whites of three eggs and 
continue beating until the mixture 
holds its shape. Chill and serve with 
whipped cream. 


Celery With Ham.—Parboil celery 


out in one-inch pieces, drain and sea- 
son with one tablespoonfnl of butter, 
two tablespoonfuls of minced ham, 
vnlt, pepper and one-half cupful of 
any Rood stock. When the celery is 
cooked temipT arid a yolk of an egg, a 
'nrge spoonful of grated cheese Serve 
on rounds of buttered toast and pour 
the sauce over it. Brown In the oven 
and sprve hot.
